ANNOUNCER:  In  addition  to  providing  such  material  benefits  as 

timber,  watershed  protection*  and  grazing  for  both 
wild  game  and  livestock,  our  National  Forests  here  In  the  United 
-States  also  serve  as  vast  experimental  laboratories  of  forest 
utilization  and  as  working  examples  of  proper  forest  management* 
Techniques  for  keeping  our  National  Forests  safe  and  continuously 
productive  have  been  developed  by  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  with  the  hope  that  private  t imberland 
owners  will  be  able  to  profitably  apply  them  to  their  forests  tooc 
Many  problems  of  forest  management  still  remain  to  be  solved,  of 
course j and  new  problems  are  constantly  arising*  But  for  the  private 
owner  who  wants  to  make  his  forests  yield  to  their  fullest  capacity 
a trip  to  one  of  the  National  Forests  and  a talk  with  the 
forest  supervisor  or  one  of  the  forest  rangers  may  provide  many 
helpful  ideas*  The  Forest  Service  invites  forest  land  owners  to 
visit  the  National  Forests  and  to  bring  their  problems  of  forest 
management  with  them*  So  If  you8 ve  got  a troublesome  forest  problem 
it  may  'be  that  the  men  of  the  Forest  Service  with  their  scientific 
knowledge  and  experience  can  help  give  you  the  answer  you  need* 

But  right  now  let8 s. see  what8s  going  on  out  on  the 
Pine  Cone  National  Forest.  As  we  look  In  at  the  Ranger  Station  today, 
we  find  Ranger  Jim  Robbins  at  his  desk  in  the  office,  talking  on  the

today,  Jim00«or  was  he  figurin’  to  be  cutting  some  more 
up  on  the  hill? 
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JIM:  1 sort  of  figure  hesll  be  up  on  the  hill  working  on 

the  snags,  Jerry*  Fall,s  cornin’  on  pretty  fast  now  and
